I was contacted by Dave Dickens sometime in April or May of 1978. He wanted 
to organize a Sea Explorer Ship* 

He stated he was working on a sponsor. At this time, I spoke with Bob Harper 
about helping Dave get started. 

A few weeks later Dave informed me that the Highland Star would serve as the 
Ship's sponsor. 

Dave, on his own, began to contact civic clubs in Highlands for financial 
support. It was at this point that his "character" became questionable to me. 

I received a call from a Baptist Minister in Highlands. The minister told 
me that one of his congregation had spoken to him about Dave Dickens. According 
to the "mother", Dave made improper remarks about a young daughter. 

Bob Harper and I met in Highlands with the Baptist Minister, "mother", Pappy 
Marlen and the owner of the Highland Star. 

All present were critial of Dave's personal character and wanted the Boy 
Scouts of America to act. At this point I explained that we would need written 
documentation - none was ever obtained. 

The major point that came from this meeting was that Dave was living with a 
woman. Dave said it was his aunt. The community felt otherwise. 

After this meeting, on the same day, Bob and I spoke with the local drugest. 
He implied Dave was of bad moral character - he inferred that Dave was mentally 
ill because of the medication he was taking. He was also very critical of Dave 
living with a woman. 

At a later time (maybe 10 days), Bob Harper and I spoke with the owner of 
the Highland Star and re-explained the situation. Also explained that he could,, 
if he so desired, not approve Dave as the Advisor. The editor did not want to 
hurt the feelings of the "woman" Dave was living with. The woman is the widow 
of a man who was respected by the town and was a good friend of the editor. Bill 
Minto was present at this meeting.

As a final result, the Ship was chartered in May - the Ship has never grown 
a number, 

I- did hear from Waiter Tippitt, Skipper of Ship 616, that Dave had been fined 
or trespassing on private property. 

I asked that Bob Harper write a critique of ail we had done to solve the pro-

And then shortly after that I guess 
it must have been in January, I'm not sure about the date, but it was on a Saturday 
night my children were gone and Dave had called me several times after that just to 
chat and to see how things were going and talked about Scouting and this, that and the 
other. And he showed up at my door one night and he had a bottle of Vonka with him 
\nd he said that xtxxsx he appreciated my putting him in touch with Chuck Ruby and 
getting the boat and things. Now I haven't talked with to Chuck Ruby I don't know 
if they actually got the boat or not. But I had been working out in the yard and 
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doing some other things so I said sit down and I went into my bedroom to change clothes 
and while I was changing the door knob starting turning and I just flipped the blot 
and blotted the door and he walked away. Well, it scared me and I wasn't sure to come 
out or not. But I went ahead and changed clothes and then I came out and we set on 
the couch and talked awhile and I mixed him a drink a Vodka Collins, that is about 
all I had, but I mixed him a drink and we talked and then he started talking about his 
family and his work in Scouting and told me that he had a lot time for Scouting work 
because he didn't work. He said that when he was in the service he had a lot of 
problems and they said that he wasn't suited for the service or something/ I don't 
remember what exactly what it was, but he said he had a psychological discharge from 
the service and he was on full disability, so he didn't work he lived on his pension. 
And he said he had custody of ^msm mmmmtd^ three children because he said she was a 
nut, he said she was tattooed on her forehead, on her neck, on her chest and she had 
tattoos everywhere and several other things and she wasn't a fit mother and so he 
had custody of these three children- And then he started talking about Scouting and 
about kids and he talked about how kids. more developed more matured earlier now and 
he said that the girls 12 years old looked like 18 years old and he said particularly 
the boys. He said boys are ripe now. But the way he said it made me wander. Just 
his whole manner and the way he was talking worried me. And he kept going about kids 
being mature and kids were having sex earlier and these girls who run around and see 
through halters and shorts things like that. He said they all dress so provocatively 
and how can a man resist even though she is - young and they all look so much older 
and you can't tell how really old they were. And then he talked about his ship and 
he said he had kids in his Post/Ship and that they had all dropped out and he said 
that he was going to recruit more kids. And he asked about helping out with my Post 
and I didn't think, I couldn't put my finger on it and said diTfi o nt^ y what was wrong 
but I had a hunch something was wrong, so I told him that we had all the Advisors we 
could use in our Aviation Post. So we talked for a few minutes more and exactully I 
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wanted to just to get him out of there. I told him I was tired and I had been working 
all day I thought I was going to go to bed early.

This letter is in response to our telephone conversation last week during 
which we discuss ed various accusations made against David Dickens by 
^S^^^ if'ig 1 !^!^^ As I recall, you were interested in my opinion as to 
the veracity of these charges and as to whether Mr. Dickens was 
emotionally or morally fit to continue working with boys and in the Boy 
Scout organization. 



I have known Mr. Dickens for the past four to five years during which 
time he has been my patient at the United States Veteran's Administration 
Medical Center in Houston. I have come to know him fairly well during 
this time and what follows will be based on my experience with him during 
this time period. -The first accusation you noted to me was that Mr. 
Dickens was violent, had, in fact, killed a man in the past and continued 
to be violent, and dangerous. To the best of my knowledge, all of these 
statements are false. Whereas it is true that Mr. Dickens has a temper 
and, upon occasion, comes into serious verbal conflict with others, he 
has never, to the best of my knowledge, been violent or dangerous and 
does not constitute a risk of violence at present. The next accusation you 
related to me was that Mr. Dickens was morally unfit in that he consorted 
with many women and was an inveterate skirt chaser. To the best of my 
knowledge, this accusation is also false. Mr. Dickens has been involved 
with his current wife for most of the time I've known him and has been 
married to her for the past two to three years. To the best of my know- 
ledge, there has been no infidelity or "skirt chasing". 

You are probably already famil iar with the circumst ances surrounding 
the slanderous letter written b y^S Sj^^^^H ^S^ - I might add that 
this woman has also made threatening phone calls to both Mr. Dickens 
and his wife. The issue in .question appear^^^Mr^Dickens' attempts 
to provide a stable and healthful home forEEE!SE^j^^BB who were 
being extremely ill taken care o^orior to his efforts.
